The Cruiser Itnston. 

Early tins morning the steam-pumps 
begun to work in the hold of the moni- 
tor Puritan, fit fionche's ship-yard, 
Chester. It wan known at that t.imo 
that tlin Nnval Advisory Board, the 
head of the Bureau of Construction of 
tlic United Slates Navy, and prolnilily 
tins fcictTetary, would lie on hand to 
wilnexs from the Puritan'8 deck, Ihe 
launch, of the steel cruiser J.loston. The 
pumps worn worked vigorously until 
11 o'clook. At that hour a telegram 
was received from Secretary Chandler 
announcing that he was detained in 
Washington on important and unex- 
pected business, and could not witness 
the launch, At 12:30 two palace cars 
ran upon the freight track outside, and 
the Naval Advisory Board I""'''"'' •■>•• 
Rear Admiral Simpson and Senator 
Hawley, marched into the shipyard. 
Ah soon as tliey had arrived they pro- 
ceeded to the real business of the trip, 
■which was conducted in the .second 
story of Mr. Roach's office, to the emi- 
nent and expressed satisfaction of the 
visitors. Just as the lunch was finished, 
Commodore MoCaulay ami Admiral 
Mullnney arrived from Leaguo Island. 

One o'clock was the hour set for the 
launch, hut for a long time thereafter 
the Boston refused to move. One hun- 
dred workmen clanged a wild anvil 
chorus at all her props. Fiteen minutes 
of hammering, shouting and confusion 
went on. John Roach jumped down 
and gave lierce orders. The delay con- 
tinued. The bottle of wine and all the 
ceremonies of the christening of the 
vessel was forgotten. Half an hour pas- 
sed, and then linally, alone uncrowned, 
unattended, without ceremony and ap- 
parently by accident, the Boston slid 
down the ways and plunged stern fore 
most inlo the Delaware. Two tugs then 
rushed out, and having seized the llos- 
ton, which lay like a big steel cigar on 
the water, hauled her in half an hour's 
time a hundred yards to port. Then the 
Advisory Board and other visitors ad- 
journed once more to the second floor 
of the ship yard office. 

The cruiser has 3,000 tons of dis- 
placement, to her 270 feet of length. 
She is 42 feet beam and 2C| deep. Her 
armament will be two eight-inch 
breech-loading rilles in her forward tur- 
rets; six six-inch rifles between them, 
and aft four Hotchkiss and five Catling 
guns. She will carry GOO tons of coal 
and bu square-rigged. The power of 3,- 
500 horses will be necessary to drive 
her at hor extreme rate of fifteen knots 
an hour, through eight large boilers 
and three cylinder engines. — Philadel- 
phia special to'Chicago Times, Decem- 
ber 1 tli. 



DRAINAGE. 

TOor«' S.iyhi Wanted. 

To The Editor: — Lust night the 
Council made a practical movement in 
the direction of an improved system 
of sewerage for the City. On motion 
"of Mr. W. C. Robertson the Clerk was 
directed to enter into communication 
with a Mr Balfour of London, England, 
v. ..o had been recommended by Dr. 
Pl.ieg..r, as being thi best sanitary 
engines hi the United Kingdom, with 
tho object of ascertaining at what rink 
he would furnish the city with plans 
for an improved system of sewerage. 
Ihe councillor said,' in ms ex.pmuai.uij 
speech, that if certain levels were sub- 
mitted to Mr. Balfour it would bo all 
that he would require to give tho Cor 
poration the best system of sewerage; 
and it cuuie our in the course of the 
discussion that the uity was already in 
possession of a^ creditable center map 
prepared by a former city scavenger., 
It did not seem to occur to the 
councillor nor any of his colleagues 
that a much moie extended knowledge 
of the physieial geographly of the city 
would bo required than any mere 
system of levels, however perfect, 
could furnish, before any sanitary 
engineer could devise or select a system 
of sewerage at once the mosl effective 
and the most economical. 

Besides too, for ought wo know 
Mr. Balfour may be a specialist, more 
inclined to make our circumstance «uii 
the needs of some favoured system 
than to choose from many the system 
that would best meet Victoria's circunf 
stances and requirements. 

It seems to mo that tho council has 
gone altugethei Lu fur annul to get 
what it want?', even it it were strictly 
true, as Mr. Robertson asserted, that 
no locale ngineer was capable of doing 
the work properly. There are oflicieut 
sanitary engineers of whose knowledge 
and experience it, might have availed 
itself more cheaply and effectively than 
by sending to England for a plan that 
could, at ibest, have been prepared 
only upon partial and insufficient in- 
formation. 

Tho city council of Providence, R. 
acted much more judiciously. Instead of 
sending limited informal ion to an 
engineer, otherwise unacquainted with 
the attendant circumstances, it direct- 
ed tho city onginoer, Mr. Samuel M. | 
Gray and his assistant, Mr. Charles 1!. 
Swan, to proceed to England and tho 

vuiivuiom!, ttuu eu ie|jui i' uki iv„uiu 0* 

their investigations of tho various sys- 
tems in use in Europe, "with such re 
commendations with reference to the 
sewerage of Providence, as tho city 
engineer might deem expedient. 1 ' Tho 
systems examined by those gentlemen 
are said to have included the pail die 
posal method of Birmingham and Man- 
chester; the Siem'ur of Amsterdam; 
tho Berlier of Paris; the Shone, at 
Wrexham, Wales; the combined sys- 
tem, at London, Berlin, Paris, and 
Friinkfort-on-t.he Main; the separate 
system at Oxford, and as tried ex 
perimontally at Paris; works for the 
disposal of sewerage by irrigation at 
Bedford, Berlin, Brisbane, Croydon, 
Dantzic Lancaster, Edinburgh, Leom 
ington, Milan, Oxford, Pari?, War- 
wick, Wimbledon, and WrexhiUnl 
and sewerage disposal by chemica 
precipitation at Aylesbury, Birming- 
ham, Brawford, Burnley, Coventry, 
Ou'nborg, Hertford. Leeds, and Soytin; 
and also to winks under construction 
at Frankfort. Their report is an em- 
bodiment of the most tecent informa- 
tion obtainable upon the greatest varie- 
ty of practice, nod is must valuable for 
t'hoso contemplating similar works. 

A similar cause, though less elabor 
ato and expensive, is open to Victoria. 
There is doubtless more than ona sys 
tern in use in tho United Staler), and 
Canada, that is adapted to the wants 
of the city. Let them lie investigated, 
by some competent engineer convei 
sant with the city's wants and circum- 
stances, ami let him he directed, to 
embody the results of his investiga 
lions in a report to tho council, with 
such recommendations as may seem to 
him to meet the necessities of the citv.

MYSTERY SOtVED. 

'S'Eh; Mysterious Poisoning ©V a 
Sunnily Explained. 

Chicago, Dec. S. — A telegram from 
Whitewater yesterday said that Miss 
Annie Hoxan of that place died sud- 
denly under circumstances indicating 
that she had beon poisoned; that about 
three years before her father, mother 
and sister died within a short time of 
each other under similar circumstance, 
and that, though it had created con- 
siderable talk, nothing was done. This 
was revived by Annie's death and to 
•settle the question definitely her 

analysis. The deaths of all were stir 
rounded by complete mystery, no one 
being suspected. To-night the Inter 
Ocean has a dispatch from Fori Atkin- 
son, where tho family formerly Heed 
and were much respected. The dis- 
patch says a report has been received 
there from While-water that the third 
sister, Miss Nettie, died there to-day 
of poision, making the rifth member of 
the family; that in thin case it was 
suicide and thai before her death Nettie 
confessed to have murdered her parents 
and two sisters. It is also asserted 
that she confessed to poisoning another 
person, though this is doubted. No 
cause. is assigned. Her own death was 
brought about by fear of exposure 
through the analysis of her sister's 
stomach. Nettie was a schoolteacher 
and has two sisters still living at Fori 
Atkinson.

1, 
200, 000. Most of them have no roles, 
but they have fathers, brothers ami 
other relatives to whom their earnings 
are of importance. The wa^es of ser 
vant t;irls in Liverpool average from 
$G GS per mouth; in Marseilles, £(i 715; 
in Philadelphia, $14. Wage., for cooks 
in Livorpool average S'j; in Fhiladel 
$20. Tho consular report indicates 
that tho average paid to servants "f 
this class in England is about §7 SI, 
in Franco about $G '27, and in this 
country average is at least. §15. If we 
suppose that there are now 1, 200,000 
employed in this country, their wages 
are about S21G,000,000. At the 
English rate of wages these same poo 
plo would earn about, §113,000,000; at 
the French rate of wage's these same 
people would earn about ^ ( J0,000,- 
000.

THE NICARAGUA TREATY. 



The United States have violated the 
Olayton-Bulwer treaty by milking n fresh 
treaty with Nicaragua in which no other 
power is included in tho benefits of the 
treaty which was made on the 28th No- 
vember last. Tho London Times is of 
opinion that tho Congo conforenco now- 
sitting in Berlin will have something to 
say against tho exclusive fcaturo of tho 
troaty," which is more swooping in its pro- 
visions than anything Blaine proposed. 
It recites in its preamble that tho high 
contracting parties, to maintain and im- 
prove tho good understanding and friond- 
ly relations which now happily exist bo- 
tweon them, to promote tho commorce 
of thoir citizens and make arrangements 
with respect to a ship canal between the 

^lrolifi.^ n fl»?o c i( i &-fiJ}?a» 8 -fex fche..Eim 

tho Pacific ocean to tho harbor of Bnto, 
have named as their respective plenipoten- 
tiaries. Frederick Frolinghuyson, Secre- 
tary of State of tho United States, and 
General Joaquin Zavata, special envoy of 
the republic of Nicaragua. Tho United 
States undertake tho construction in ac- 
cordance with surveys and plans already 
partially made under and by direction of 
A. G. Meuocal, civil engineer of tho 
United States navy, to be immediately 
completed and perfected with all possible 
dispatch, a ship canal suitable for all the 
demands and requirements of commerce 
to begin at tho port of San Juan do Nic- 
aragua, or Greytown, and to intersect tho 
San Juan river above the Rio Grande, and 
thonco by the river San Juan to Lake 
Nicaragua and across that lako to the 
mouth of tho rivor Tel Medio, atid thonce 
to tho Pacific ocean at the harbor of Brito. 
In consideration of this undertaking on 
the part of the United States, tho republic 
of Nicaragua is tu cede, grant and convoy 
to the United States of America the rightof 
way through her territory, along and across 
tho water highways thereof, and in addition 
thereto in perpetuity a strip of land three 
union wide on each side of si'id canal, to- 
gether with the porta and harbors of San 
•Juan de Nicaragua, or Greytown, and Brito, 
respectively on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts. The absolute ownership, control 
and management of the canal is to bo ex- 
ercised by tho United Slates, but Nicara- 
gua is to have one-half of the tolls levied 
and collected on the commerce of the canal. 
The lands granted to the United States be- 
come its property and part of its domain. 
Nicaragua, however, retains cortaiu rights 
of police regulation, to prevent, if neces- 
sary, smuggling or illegal importations into 
her own territory. The greater part of tho 
treaty relates to the detiuiug of the bound- 
aries of tho land granted to the United 
States and provisions relative to police regu- 
lations thereof. The tolls are to be regulated 
by tho United States and collected by its 
officers at the ports of entrance. The gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua is, however, to have 
the power of keeping a permanent 
commission of agents with a right to 
.}.lis.pect.._.the ^..respective operations, to 

United States' management, direction and 
administration of the canal. With tho 
right of domain, the Uuitud Statos, of 
course, lias power to make whatever pro- 
vision sho may deem necessary fertile pro- 
tection and defense of tho canal. There- 
fore, sho can build forts and make 
whatever provision for defense the ex- 
igencies may demand, but she undertakes 
not to employ or use any of theso for her 
armed forces against tho Central American 
States friendly to Nicaraugua, save, of 
course, for the protection of her own 
proporty. There shall be no discrimina- 
tion against Nicaraugua in canal tolls. 
Tho only boncfit which Nicaraugua ob- 
tains in return for tlieao valuable conces- 
sions to the United Statos is the dovolop 
ineiit of hor natural resources and hor 
share of tho canal tolls. Thcbe advan- 
tages will undoubtedly be considerable. 
There is also to be reciprocity in trado 
between tho two countries, and in all 
rospocts the commorce of the tivo nations 
is to bo on an equal footing. Nicaragua 
is at all times to assist in maintaining tho 
security of tho canal, and engages to tho 
utmost, of her ability tu protect the same. 
Tho regulations relating to the bounda- 
ries of Costa Rica, where the lands grant- 
ed by Nicaragua to the United States 
touch tho territory of tho former stato, 
will have to bo made in a treaty with tho 
government of that country. Treaties 
havo boon concluded between tho United 
Statos and Guatemala, Costa Rica and the 
United States of Columbia, and soino pro- 
visions in the convention with Costa Kica 
may relate to these boundaries. 

COLUMBIA RIVER LANDS. 

Our esteemed contemporary shows had 
tasto in commenting on this undecided 
caso in court for the porpoao of indulging 
in personalities and attacking tho govern- 
ment. Without committing a similar 
offence against decorum, we may advert 
to what was stated in court to prove, 
so far as necessary, that our contemporary 
is utterly ignorant of the nature of die 
question, or wilfully misstates it, either 
of which hypothesis is characteristic. Tho 
gentleman whose name is being unfairly 
paraded is merely one of many claimants, 
totally unconnected and seeking no favor, 
but only legal rights under the laud law 
of the province, and his success, of course, 
would aid the provincial treasury, while 
their defeat would augment tho funds in 
the treasury of tho dominion. If there 
is any "land giab' ! in tho mattor, it cer- 
tainly is not on the part of the provincial 
government, or of any British Columbian 
individual or individuals, but on the part 
of the Dominion government, though 
such an epithet should not be used, at all. 
From tho statement made in court, it ap- 
pears that the Dominion government con- 
sider that from the date of the passage, by 
our house of assembly of tho settlement 
bill, 1883, tho whole domain of the 
province, north and east of Kamloops, 
was shut up in thoir favor until they 
should select and locate tho railway route 
through it. This contention tho pro- 
vincial government do not admit, be- 
cause the Dominion government them- 
selves made tho settlement bill of 1883 a 
duad lottor; and because, even had that 
bill lived, such an interpretation would 
not havo been proper. It was not in- 
tended to lock up from tho time above 
Htatod that whole domain from acquire- 
ment under our land laws by pre-emptors, 
purchasers and others. The intention, in 
tin's matter, of the settlement bill of 1883, 
which died, as of the aetlloittout bill of 
1884, which liveu, was and is, thai, tho 
lands of tho province generally should re- 
main open for acquirement under our laud 



laws except in a railway belt, which belt 
was to go under the control of the Dominion 
gov eminent when they located finally their 
Rue and not before. This is well known 
to every person in the province outside of 
the Dominion Agent's office and the office 
of our esteemed contemporary. The 
question boforo tho court now is, which 
of these two contentions is supported by 
the wording of tho law and by tho facts 
j? Obviously >">>■ such a ques- 
tion a newspaper opinion, even were it 
proper to give it at this time, would have 
little value. The question may well bo 
left in tho hands of tho experienced 
ho has to decide it.

To the Editor: — Ah one of the au- 
dience present at the last meeting of tho 
city council I would like to make a few 
remarks on Councillor Wrigleswnrth'a 
statement of the "facts uf t he ease, 
"Jackson vs. Tho Corporation."

To plead ignor- 
ance would come with doubly bad grace 
from ono who, occupying the position Mr. 
Wriglesworth does, should be thoroughly 
conversant with the facts. Not only was 
Mr. Jackson openly charged with having 
stolen thousands of dollars' worthof water, 
but tho speaker went out oT hia way to in- 
sult tho chief justice. Theso sentiments, 
too, were ro-ochoed by other members of 
the council, and were assented to by hia 
worship. Besides this, the councillor 
stated that tho case had beon decided, as 
ho thought, on a "question of law, " 
whereas it turns out that judgment was 
given against the corporation by default, 
and bonce the whole blame rests with the 
council for allowing the suit In be de- 
cided against them through obstinacy or 
culpable negligence. Apart from all this, 
however, supposing the charge of steal- 
ing water against Mr. Jackson was true, 
in what position does it place our worthy 
mayor and council ! Why was a China- 
man recently arrested and fined for sur- 
reptitiously using the civic water and his 
rich white neighbor — who is, as Council- 
lor Wriglesworth asserts, guilty of the 
very same offence — allowed to yo scott 
freo / As 1 listened to Councillor Wrig- 
lesworth's remarks this question presented 
itself to my mind, and I hope that that 
city father will pardon uie when 1 say that 
his conduct now appears as though he 
had been "compounding a felony." The 
accusation may have been made in ignor- 
ance; but the fact cannot be explained 
away that the canned are fully aware of 
the fact that water has been stolen from 
tha mains, and havo made no attempt to 
bring the offender to justice. I'. F.

(Before Sir M. B. Bofrhiu, C. J., Mr. Justices Croasu 
MoCreltflit and Walkcni.) 

Friday, Dec. 19th. 
Drake (respondent) vs. Corporation of 
Victorin (appellant), After the delivery of 
judgment in Hamilton vh Irving tbo nbovo 
appeal wiin proceeded with. It is Ml (ippoftl 
from n judgment of the chief juntieo of 
November Uh, 1881, in fuvor of the plain- 
tills for full amount of their claim for Her- 
vices rendered to the defendants. The 
court without entering into the merits of 
the appeal, and without culling upon re- 
spondents' counsel, held that by their 
pleadings they surrendered their whole 
•ease, the judgment could not be disturbed, 
and dismissed the appeal with costs ac- 
cordingly. 

In the statement of claim the plaintiffs 
alleged that they were duly appointed to the 
position of legal advisers to the defendants 
in the year 1881, and that such appoint- 
ment was continued to the beginning of tbo 
present year. Tho defendants did not 
deny this allegation in their defence, claim- 
ing that Lbe appointment could net be 
legally continued, as the corporation had 
only jiower to make appointments for a 
year. Tho court disallow ed the objection, 
and upheld the judgment appealed from.

be accepted. 

In tLo cuntro .if another group an in - 
dignant looking ratepayer witn r,..ij 
whiskers and a red nose an") with a fur cap 
pulled tightly over his ears, as though 
fearful if his auricular organs woro to 
hear what ho said they would immediately 
go and enter an action against him for 
slander, war, inveighing against "them 
lawyera"in general and Brake S; Jackson in 
particular.

Mr. Baker, M. P., gave his personal 
check for $fi75, and the following named 
ratopayors immediately handed him their 
checkH for the sum of *7o each, Mr. Baker 
remaining as security for the remainder:

Dating from boston, Mass , Nov. i, 
1884, Mr. Ohainey, in a very long lottor 
published in tho Banner of Light Dee.

"Col. R. G. Inoeusoll; My Dear 

Friend -Your letter is an oasis in a desert, 
and most ewoet surprise, though 1 had 
already declared that 1 knew no word of 
disparagement or mockery would ever pass 
your lips. Ill a uatually serious life, the 
event, you refer to has been the moat 
serious oxporionco that has yet befallen 
mo. 1 have lienli greatly pained and 
shocked at I he amount of illiborality shown 
by former associates. Tortured and stung 
by ail manner .u' j iteu and jibes and un - 
just accusations of false motivos, 1 fear 1 I 
may have been leas discriminating than I 
ought to have been in my replies. 1 
thought that in leaving the Methodist 
first, and afterward the Unitarian minis- 
try, I had safely p issed all danger of suf- 
fering for opinion's sake. But that was 
mercy in comparison with what I havo 
endured in the past sis xvnoks, in private 
letters and public ribaldry. Let mo, then, 
ti ank you from tho bottom of my heart 
for this wave, of kindness you send mo bo 
generously from your far western homo. 
Though 1 have ot ten felt tho evorllow uf 
your great, loving soul before, it never 
seemed so truly great as now. 
Before giving the fads you so- 
licit, let mo make one or two observations: 
1 have no right ti» think that my experience 
will convince yon. I had heard in my as- 
sociation with Spiritualists many equally 
startling narratives, and yet had remained 
honestly unconvinced. So, then, may you 
Then it is much easier to suppose another 
tho victim of an illusion, than to admit tho 
same touching an experience of your own.

ENGLAND.

London, Dec. 17. — The Times says the 
Nicaragua treaty will excite amazement 
in England and America. If the pub- 
lished version is correct, it will undoubt- 
edly elicit a distinct protest in both coun- 
tries. It is a direct violation of the 
Glaytou-Buhver treaty, a more distinct 
violation than Blaiuo ever contemplated. 
Americans will not suppose that English- 
men doprocato tho treaty owing to tho 
alarm of tho oxtetisien of American do- 
minion, or that they mistrust tlio treaty 
will ho abused to the injury of British 
trade, but they cannot approve of the ex- 
ample of one state purchasing control of 
waterways for personal advantage, and 
not as trustee for tho world. Tho sum- 
mary of the provisions of the treaty as 
cabled to England contains no provision 
in behalf of tho world's trade. A navi- 
gable highway between two oceans is not 
a petty matter for salo and barter between 
a couple of states.

LEirsio, Dec. 17.— In the anarchist trial 
to-day Keinsdorf confessed that ho was con- 
nected with tho plot lo assassinate the oni- 
pi.ror of Germany at Niedorwuhl, and refer- 
red in tho most vehement manner to the 
condition of tho working people. The 
judges were frequently compelled to inter- 
fere and robiike the prisoner. Roiusdorf 
continued, saying the task of obtaining 
freedom devolved upon the workmen them- 
selves, and contests al the polls, so believed 
by social democrats, woro absurd and irra- 
tional. An anarchist programme of nctiou 
would alone do any good. The end sancti- 
fied the menus. There was no good in bo- 
ing sentimental, and he bad done his duty 
as an anarchist, lie admitted that lie had 
persuaded Itupschand Kurtklur to join him, 
and lip gave (hem tho necessary instructions 
as to handling and placing tho dynamite, 
adding boldly, if hu had not been ill ho 
himself would probably have commit tod the 
assassination at Niederwnhl. 

LiKII-hio, Dec. 17. — A peculiar feature of 
the anarchist trial is that each criminal en- 
deavors to throw the blame on tho othor, 
with tho exception of ltuinsdurf, who has 
courage of his opinion, and tries to shield 
his accomplices in crime. Ho bears the 
character of being kind-hearted in bis dis- 
position and remarkably gentle with women 
and children. Elinor pleads that be was 
intoxicated when he guvo Kupsch money to 
defray the expenses of their work. He has 
the best chance of acquittal, lloinsdorf 
concluded his harangue to-day. He said ho 
knew he risked hi., own life in tho cause lie 
had engaged in, and if he did he will die a 
martyr, and in obedience to the scriptural 
command, "Bo faithful ovnn unto death."

g Tulirn Mania of Past Ages. 



(lititlalo Kiprcas.) 

Perhaps tho most remarkable event 
that over transpired in the history of 
tlorioulturo was this tulip mania a few 
eenturies ago. Certain it is that no 
other flower of tho thousands now in 
cultivation over created anything near 
like the stir this common but beautiful 
flower did on its first introduction. A 
writer in the Journal of Horticulture 
gives thofol lowing poiu ted history of the 
flower, embracing the period to which, 
wo refer. He Bays the tulip is a nativo 
of the Levant and the warmer parts of 
Asia, and is very common in Syria and 
Palestine. In the year 1559 the tulip 
was rapidly distributed through all 
partB of Europe, boinc brought from 
Persia by Conrad Gesnor, an eminent 
German physician and naturalist. The 
scientific tiamo of the tulip, tulipa 
gosneriana, commemorates tho labors 
of its introducer. Early in tho seven- 
toetli century the special cultivation of 
particular varieties was first 
prosecuted to a considerable extent 
in the Netherlands, and the price of 
tho roots was higher in valuo than that 
of the most precious metals. In the 
vears 1G3I to 1(JJ7 the passion for the 
possession of choice tulips became so 
strong among the dutch that dealing in 
them became one of the most import- 

»n» mnnr.y i;l men la tiotlH. aild tllC bulllS 

were resold at enormous prices. For 
one root of tho Viceroy variety .£250 
was paid, while for Semper August a 
person agreed to give 4,000 florins 
(equal to JM00,) with the addition of 
a new carriage and a pair of horses. 
Another agreed to give twelve acres of 
land for a sort. As late as tho year 
185'! Mr. Groom, of Clapharo, cata- 
logued shop tulips at enormous prices: 
Duchess of Cambridge, Princess Mary 
of Cambridge, and Miss Eliza Seymour 
were .sold at one hundred guineas each 
others at fifty, fifty-one ami tonguineas, 
per root. In the following year, 1855, 
the whole of Mr. Groom's collection, 
which consisted of over 200,000 roots, 
was sold by auction, as they stood in 
tlio rows, as very low prices, and from 
this time tho tulip as a hhow flower 
declined in the public favor at a rapid 
rate. The commercial value for a tlowor 
at thn present day of a new variety of 
early tulips, if of unusually tino quality, 
would he about .£1, being only about 
oiio-tenth tho value of a now hyacinth. 
The lenaoii for the difference is that it 
would lake fifty years to get up a stock 
large enough to send out, whilo with 
a hyacinth, which multiplies rapidly, 
the simio results could bo produced in 
ten years.

THE COLERIDGE SCANDAL. 

The Letter Written by Lord 
CoIeridK^'* Sou to Has. Sister 
and Her Keply. 

The following is tlio luttor ft out lior- 
nard Coleridge to his sister which was 
the baais of the recent Adams-Coleridge 
libel suit in London: 

11 Westbournb Street 

Dec. 11 1883. 
My Dear Mildred: I write to you 
not only as your brother, but chiefly as 
my father's son, because 1 feel it to be 
my duty. I write in order that when 
misory and unhappiness come upon 
you — as they will — you may not have 
it to say that you wcro not fully warn- 
ed, and that matters were concealed 
from you. Are you aware of the 
character of the man to whom you are 
about to give yourself Upi His family, 
one and all, will have nothing to say to 
him. Is this all without reason? Do 
you know he has failed throughout bin 
life? Why is this, for he is a man of 
undoubted ability '? It is because of his 
utter want of chcracter and principle. 
Do you know anything of bis past his 
tory? Do you know of. his behavior on 
his voyage to the Cape! Do you know 
he ran away with a girl under age? Do 
you know that so stronc whm him incli- 
nation at his conduct that the Bishop 
of Cape Town ordered hia clergy to re- 
fuse to marry him and that consequent- 
ly ho, with his High Church profes 
siona, was married by a Presbyterian! 
Do you know of the life ho led that un- 
happy girl after she became bis wife, 
and how sho lived to rue bitterly the 
day when she consented to do what you 
are now contemplating — a marriage in 
defiance of the wishes of her friends 
and relations? Do you know what sort 
of person his daughter isl Under such 
circumstances, and with such a father, 
it should be a wonder were she other- 
wise; but do you know that she has an 
irreconcilable temper, and that she is 
boarded out of charity by her relations 
to rescue her from her father! Have 
you considered that as soon as hia home 
"becomes yours they will be glad of the 
opportunity of ridding themselves of 
the burden that is cast upon them, and 
will sond back to her father? Are you 
prepared to live with her? Do you know- 
that Mr. Adams has a violent temper? 
Can you disguise from yourself in your 
vanity that it is money and position, 
not you, that ho is scheming to obtain? 
Are you ignorant that ho has admit- 
ted that in his eyes you are deviod of 
personal attractions, that you would 
not at all make a good wife, and that 
you would be a white elephant to him? 
(A passage was here by consent left 
out.) What would you think in another 
case of a man who, while never tired of 
proclaiming that the instincts of a 
gentleman were absolute, makes him- 
self at home and accepts hospitalities 
in a house in the absence of the master, 
when he knows that the master refuses 
to meet him? You declare to the world 
mat you arc ill-treated at home by my 
father. Never was there so glaring an 
instance of the danger of allowing a 
person to have no want, wish, or whim 
ungrstified. Whatever may be my fath- 
er's faults to you, he has been uniform- 
ly indulgent beyond anything I have 
over seen in any other instance. In- 
deed, it is wo brothers who have had 
cause, if anybody, to complain. You 
have always been held up by him as a 
model for our imitation. You were be- 
lieved in by him long after others had 
ceased to believe in you. You say your 
health has not been attended to. On the 
contrary, you have always been treated 
as though you wen; exceptional. The 
frequent visits of the doctor and the 
consternation at the most familiar and 
trifling ailments have always excited 
good-natured amusement. Alas I the 
love which has been lavished upon you 
has, indeed been ill-requited. With re- 
gard to your conduct to my father, you 
may say I lay myself open to retort if 
I say anything. Under the extreme 
circumstances of the case, however, I 
mean to speak out. Your conduct all 
throHght the matter, including the base 
aevico of scattering circulars broadcast, 
for the sole purpose of insulting roe, 
and finally the peevish flight from your 
home, has excited in the world at 
large which knows any thing of the 
rest of the facts laughter and ridicule 
at your expense, and in the minds of 
those who know you and your sur- 
roundings, and have no inclination to 
laugh, sorrow and indignation. And 
now that you have left your home we 
hear of things that you say and make 
people say openly not only that your 
control over your temper is gone, but 
that you display an absolute indiffer- 
ence to truth, and that you discover a 
malignity of nature only possessed by 
one whoso heart is black. The facts to 
which I have alluded I had from those 
who have every opportunity of know- 
ing them to be true. They aro com- 
municated in confidence. Don't put 
Mr. Adams upon me. I care not a fig 
for all his bluster. .1 am not going to 
indulge in correspondence; 1 have no 
appetite for it, and shall answer no 
letters. There are sometimes things 
which have to be said, and 1 have felt 
it be my duty to say them. I take no 
pleasure in writing thus. I write 
solemnly and with a full sense of res- 
ponsibility to warn you from allowing 
yourself to fall a victim to such a man. 
Be wprned iu time. Your affectionate 
brother, 

Bernard Coleridge. 
Miss Coleridge wrote the following 
answer. 

Dice. 12, 1883— Dear Bernard: 
That part of your letter which relates 
to mvself 1 will say nothing about. 
I hardly know whether I am nioro 
grieved or ashamed that a brother of 
mine could havr so written, and I will 
not lower myself by any father allusion 
to it. 

With regard to your statements re- 
specting Mr. Adams, his marriage, mar- 
ried lifo, family relations, etc., I not, 
only know, but am in a position to 
prove, that witli the solitary exception 



of the mistake committed by the Bishop 
of Cape town, they are every one of 
them, absolutely false.

Sonic Alleged Anecdotes of the 
Prince of Wales. 

1 daro say you may rememher a 
story which got out last year uhout a 
practical joke that was played at Cowes 
during the yachting week on a lady 
named Mrs. Oust, whose at that time 
everv year is a favorite resort of the 
Prince of Wales and his followers. It 
seems that Mrs. Cust was told that the 
French Cabinet Minister, M. Wadding- 
ton, was in Cowes, and tin- Prince re- 
quested that he be invited to dinner by 
her to meet Ilia Ltoyrd Highness. The 
invitation was, of course, given, ind 
the dinner took nine >. After dinner 
the gentlemen came into the drawing 
room, and there, in Mrs. (Just's pres- 
ence, an altercation soon arose between 
M. Waddington and Lord Charles 
Beresford. The rudest, most insultinjg 
epithets were applied to tlio French 
people in general, and M. Waddingtou 
in particular, tho war of words ending 
in M. Waddingtou being hustled out 
of the room into the garden and thrown 
over the wall into the road. Shortly 
after he presented himself again, cover- 
ed with dust, when, at the earnest 
solicitation of Mrs. (-'est, who was al- 
most in a faint, a peace was patched 
up. Another row soon began, eliding 
as before. The Prince throughout, the 
proceedings was convulsed with laugh- 
ter. Somehow the affair reached the 
ears nf tlio French Ambassador in 
London, and he wrote to Lord Granville 
about, it. Then the truth had to come 
out. It wasn't M. Waddington at all, 
but "Pull Run" Russell, who had dress- 
ed up to represent him; the whole thing 
being concocted by Lord Charles 
Beresford for the amusement, of the 
Prince of Wales. Such was last year's 
fun, and here is what happened this 
year. After dinner, when, as before, 
all the guests were assembled in the 
drawing-room, an old woman, dressed 
in a French costume with very shorl 
akirts, suddenly made her appearance, 
and, one of the company bring request- 
ed to play Home lively opera bouffe airs 
on the pianoforte, she proceeded to 
dance the cin-can, Sim danced with 
much spirit and vivacity, not altogeth- 
er, perhaps, as a modest old woman 
should, and, as usual, the Prince of 
Wales was in shouts of laughter.
